The su dden and u nexp ected 
fall 
of the 
Bru ening cabinet in Germany left p eop le won­ 
dering what to think, and yet desp erately anx- 
iov.s. 
Affairs stand in bolder relief from the 
slower news disp atches. 
The fall was not 
forced by the vote of the Reichstag , bu t by 
tbe requ est of President von Hindenbu rg . The 
President simp ly informed the Chancellor that 
his cabinet no long er rep resented the German 
p eop le. 
The Bru ening cabinet was the resu lt of a 
coalition between the Centrist p arty and the 
Socialists. 
The Centrist p arty is comp osed of 
the Roman Catholic g rou p in the Reichstag . 
Chancellor Bru ening is a member of that g rou p . 
The Socialist g rou p in the Reichstag has had 
little in common with the Centrist g rou p excep t 
a common antag onism to the National Social­ 
ist* of H itler and the Monarchist g rou p . When 
Pru ssia, the larg est state of the Reich, and 
larg ely Protestant in its relig ion, elected a larg e 
Hitler deleg ation to the Pru ssian Diet, it was an 
ominou s exp ression of op inion which the veter­ 
an President and his intimate advisor* cou ld 
not fail to recog nize. His own election a month 
ag o to another term in the p residency rep re­ 
sented su p p ort for an intense German. 
The 
Centrist g rou p , by reason of its alleg iance to 
a p olicy in national affairs more or less tinc­ 
tu red by Vatican influ ence, and the Socialists, 
who lean toward an international p oint of 
view, were coming u nder su sp icion as not be­ 
ing su fficiently nationalist in sp irit; and the 
majority of the German p eop le were becom­ 
ing restless. 
Besides this, there is the su g g estion made 
the President in asking for the resig nation 
of Herr Bru ening , that the army cou ld not 
be dep ended u p on to su p p ort the p olicies of 
the cabinet 
In a tense situ ation su ch as ex­ 
ists in Germany today, with sternly nationalist 
g rou p s as strong as they are, and becoming 
strong er, it can be easily seen that the army 
itself cou ld not be dep ended u p on in case the 
nationalist sp irit shou ld become intense. 
Any 
dou bt abou t the su p p ort of the army, or any 
division within it, mig ht easily lead to a 
military p u tsch which wou ld p u t the man on 
horseback in control of the g overnment, and 
thu s ag g ravate even more the chaotic p olitical 
condition in Eu rop e. 
Germany is not yet in a stable condition. 
That is qu ite evident. 
And she will not come 
to stability u ntil the qu estion of rep arations is 
settled, and the attitu de of France toward the 
Versailles treaty is chang ed. 
There is some­ 
thing to be hop ed for lr. the coming control of 
M. Herriot in French affairs; bu t even M. 
Herriot mu st 
feel the p ressu re of French 
p ride and fear, and French nationalist sp irit. 
The most formidable threat to world p eace and 
wmrld economic stability is the u nstable p oliti­ 
cal situ ation in Germany. 
For that reason we 
hop e that the p restig e of von Hindenbu rg may 
rally the German p eop le to follow him in a 
constru ctive domestic and 
international p ro­ 
g ram.
